women' of the city and a direct -descend- 
ant of Captain Beaton, who was captain. 
of the ship Mayflower, which brought 
the Pilgrim Fathers t» Plymouth Rock, 
died at the home • of her. oldest son, G. 
A.-Pohmd, 1110 Twelfth street at -0 
o'clock this morning. 


Mrs. Stein was the great granddaugh- 


ter of Captain Beaton. 
She was born 


in Marblehead, near Salem, Mass., in 
the year 1820.' Her ancestry havc'residcd 
near tli« historic site where the Pilgrims 
landed, ever since the year 1820. Her. 
distinguisher ancestor, Captain Beaton,' 
was several times the governor of Massa- 
cfiusctts in the early days. Mrs. ;Stein 
could tell many stories of the sufferings 
of those days, .which luul ,becn. handed 
down by word of mouth for generations. 
The family today is one of 
thu- 
most 


prominent in the. Bay stale. 


• While in Marbleliead, Mrs. Stein was 
married to her first husband, G.-A. Pol- 
and. 
Two1 children were born, C. A,, of 


this city, and Henry Poland, of Seattle, 
Wn. Mr. Poland who was a sailor, lost 
his life in a storm on the Atlantic, while 
the children were still young.'

Wis., May 3.—The fight 
of the Milk Producers' Union against the 
big Chicago milk companies is at an end 
and it has betn a. losing fight -for tlie 
newly formed Milk Producers' "Union. It 
is announced that the Borden Company 
on' Friday closed- up the last contracts 
with the' milk shippcis of Bristol and 
as a result the'victory -is entirely with 
the. big Chicago companies. The future 
of the Union is in doubt as the first 
fight 'has been lost and it is probable 
that-in the-future tha milk shippers 
among the-farmers will fight a little-shy 
of any organization until it 'can be shown 
that-'.this organization con make good. 
The Union still has its organization, but 
the leaders of the move in 
Kenoshft 


county, many if not all of whom have 
signed the contracts offered by the Bor- 
den and the Bowman milk companies, 
admit that its usefulness is at an end. 


- The milk shippers of Bristol, proved 
that they had more stamina than any 
of the other.dealers who went into the 
Union and it should be said for their 
credit that they were the .last to capitu- 
late to the big Chicago companies. Tho 
shippers' .in Bristol .held out for over a

BOSS RESIGNS IN DISMAY 


Foreigners Disregard Foreman When He 


Orders Them From Railroad Yards and 
Keep at Work—Policeman Refuses to 


Interfere and Plicn Goes Home. 


First discharging his entire force of 


eight men and then resigning,' Herman 
Plieii of Herrick avenue, foreman at the 
C. M. and St. P. railway yards, at the 
Junction, called upon Policeman Wen- 
zell to settle the dispute, ns to who was 
reully discharged and who was not.

Pli'cn become angry at his men and 


fired the entire bunch, eight in all. The 
rucn refused to stop work, and stayed in 
their places, working as if nothing had 
happened, declaring that they would not 
be fired in such a manner. All efforts 
of the boss to make the refractory men 
leave the yards and their work was un- 
availing, and ot last, giving up nil hope 
of seeing his orders enforced, resigned 
his job.

Wash in hot suds and rinse in hot water, 
then take a piece of newspaper and pol- 
ish your glassware. Jf you have neveV 
polished your glass before you wlil be 
pleased: you will remember it. Now 
wash the rest of your dishes in hot suds, 
rinse them the same as glassware, have 
tea towels clean and white, and there 
will be a charm about your table that 
vour careless Or indifferent neighbor will 
cnvey. Always .rinse milk vessels with 
cold water before washing them with 
hot, clean water.—Mrs. L. S. Hamilton.

If the .wa- 
ter leaks through some unseen crack or 
crevice and finds its way on to the 
picture it will leave a' slain or mark, 
while the three former .will dry at once 
and "leave no stain or mark whatever;

The road itself occupies the act- 


ual room of the old trail and that the

ern trail, known as the Oregon trail is 


ceiving attention' from Ezra Meeker, 
citizen of Washington, who located 


ut there in 1852.

Meeker, to forever murk this trail, is

Along this trail 
occurred several of the bloodiest Indian 
fights recorded and at a number of Ne- 
braska towns along the U. P., if tho ob- 
serving traveler han been posted on tho 
earlier days, he can with his railroad 
folder, note at each town he passes, some 
incident, or fight that occurred. Across 
these tracks tho marauding Indians of 
the sixties and the seventies marched 
to their forays and in fact alrooflt every 
mile, of the way from "Omaha to Ogden 
might he found something to mark and 
at many points notable events.

of sixty miles an hour. From 6 to 7 
o'clock it can easily be classed as a cloud 
burst 
Within twenty minutps the gut- 


ters on the leading streets resembled 
small rivers. Sewers were inadequate 
to carry oft the deluge and it is safe to 
estimate the number of basements and 
cellars flooded, at five hundred. 
V\ here 


wooden sidewalks exist the majority 
were inundated or afloat. Scores of tele- 
graph, telephone and electric wires were 
blown down and the Western Union had 
no wires into Milwaukee or other large 
cities after 11 o'clock. Tho thunder and 
lightning was heavy a.nd lightning did 
some damage in the outskirts. Street 
oars experienced difficulty in running 
and wont through lake* of water on 
some of its lines. Down at the nver it 
was fierce, the current running as high 
RS fifteen miles an hour. Boat houses 
and boats were washed from tho shore 
and carried down through the bridges 
into the lake; also rafta loaded with 
timber; chicken coops and some larger 
buildings.
